Refrigerator  car  loadings  in  California,  Idaho  and  the  Pacific  Northwest 
were  below  the  estimated  predicted,  last  month.     This  v/as  brought  about  by  heavy 
rains,   low  temperatures  and  dull  markets.     Citrus  shipments  from  Florida  and  Texas, 
also  potato  shipments  from  many  of  the  producing  areas,  were  off  due  to  market 
conditions.     These  conditions  have  i  iproved  somewhat      at  the  pros^-nt  time 
and  greatly  increased  loading  is  nov/  predicted  in  California  snd  the  Pacific 
Northwest.     The  fall  citrus  and  vegetable  crops  are  now  commencing  to  move  in 
vol'jrne,  with  record  production  indicated  of  both.     Californa  navel  oranges  commenqc 
to  move  in  volume  the    last  half  of  Novem.be r,    Vlfith  the  contemplated  heavy  move- 
ment of  fruits  and  vegetables  in  addition  to  the  other  perishable  and  semi -peris- 
able  commodities,  indications  are  that  the  car  supply  mil  be  tight  in  all  areas.

•■  ,       According  to  estimates  made  by  the  BAE  it  is  now  apparent  that  the  production 
of  all  truck  crops  for  the  entire  year  -  winter,  spring,  stammer  and  fall  -  will 
be  a  record  high,  probably  about  one-tenth  greater  thantin^  1945  and  two-fifths 
above  the  1935-44  average.    New  records  are  indicated  for  celery,  caulif loiA,^r, 
eggplant,  honey  dew  melons,  lettuce,  onions,  green  peppers  and  tomatoes.    l¥ith  a 
late  fall  permitting  most  commercial  truck  crops  in  northern  and  eastern  areas 
to  mature  mthout  freeze  d£im.age,  tonnage  of  fall  vegetables  is  expected  to  be 
about  10  per  cent  greater  than  the  high  record  of  last  fall.     Eight  of  the  13 
fall  crops  are  expected  to  exceed  all  previous  records  for  production,  and  the 
indicated  carrot  crop  was  exceeded  only  in  1943  and  1945, 

Harvest  of  the  largest  tonna.ge  of  deciduous  fruits  ever  recorded  vms  practi'- 
cally  completed  in  all  commercial  areas  during  October,    Production  of  the  nine 
deciduous  fruits  has  been  estimated  at  19  percent  above  1945,  fourteen  percent 
above  the  average  and  2  percent  above  the  previous  record  in  1937,    A.lso  a  record 
citrus  production  is  indicated  for  harvest  this  fall,  winter  and  next  sumner, 
_about  13  percent  more  than  the  previous  record  total  for  last  year's  crop  and 
approximately '56  percent  greater  than  the  average. 

Our  estimates  indicate  that  approxim.ately  76,806  carloads  of  fresh  fruits  and 
vegetables  will  be  shipped  during  the  month  of  December  1946,  compared  with  a 
revised  estimate  of  75,798  cars  in  November  1946,  and  an  increase  of  3,2  percent 
as  compared  lArith  the  74,446  cars  shipped  during  December  1945. 

Carload  shipments  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  originate  in  the  North
